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THE RICHER GIFT 
The so rt o f perso n who go es abo ut do ing 
so o d is familiar to all o f us. Often it seems 
that such a perso n is less co ncerned with 
die needs and the feelings o f tho se he bene­ 
fits than he is with satisfy ing his o wn ego . 
In this co nnectio n, a co uple o f definitio ns 
ire helpful. Co nsider o ne o f the mo st 
beautiful wo rds in the language, “ co mpas­ 
sio n.” It means, as Webster say s, “ fello w 
ship in feeling; hence, so rro w o r pity ex 
cited by the distress o r misfo rtunes o f 
ano ther; co mmiseratio n; sy mpathy .” No w 
think o f ano ther wo rd, less co mmo nly used 
but mo st pertinent—the wo rd “ empathy .” 
This is defined as “ imaginativ e pro jectio n 
o f o ne’s o wn co nscio usness into ano ther 
being. . .” 
“ Imaginativ e pro jectio n” — that’s the 
thing. To put o ne’s self into the o ther fel­ 
lo w’s place; to understand his pro blems 
and needs and desires and fears; to rejo ice 
with him when he is happy , to hav e co m­ 
passio n when he is in distress. 
It is po ssible, in a limited sense, to per­ 
fo rm go o d deeds witho ut hav ing co mpassio n 
and empathy . The man who grumblingly 
writes a check fo r a charitable cause is do ­ 
ing go o d in this crabbed and narro w sense. 
The mo ney he do nates will buy just as much 
clo thing o r milk o r scho o l equipment o r 
medicine as if he had giv en it gladly and 
with the wish that it co uld be mo re. 
But ho w much richer the gift if it springs 
fro m co mpassio n, fro m a deep sy mpathy 
and understanding. This mo tiv atio n, and 
this spirit, make go o d deeds shine with a 
special radiance.

AGAINST THE OCTOPUS 
The o utbreak o f rev o lt in Hungary re­ 
v eals to the wo rld the fact that the So v iet 
Unio n has been ho lding to gether its new 
satellite empire by fo rce rather than by 
ideo lo gical means. And while po pular emo ­ 
tio ns fasten o n po litics, the presence o f fo r­ 
eign so ldiers, the lack o f freedo m, the strug­ 
gle no w go ing o n also inv o lv es the desire 
fo r freedo m fro m eco no mic subo rdinatio n 
to the So v iet Unio n. 
Inasmuch as o ther parties had been 
banned in Po land and Hungary , it was 
inev itable that when rev o lt did co me, it had 
to be thro ugh the natio nal Co mmunist par­ 
ties. Many peo ple think o f rev o lutio ns as 
resulting because mo bs po ur into the streets 
and o v erwhelm the go v ernment. Yet ev en 
with mo bs, success depends o n o rganizatio n, 
leadership and co mmunicatio n. 
It is an o v er-simplificatio n fo r us to say 
that after all, ev en tho ugh the Po les and 
Hungarians are try ing to kick the Rus­ 
sians o ut, they are still Co mmunists. The 
masses o f the peo ple o f Po land and Hun­ 
gary are no t Co mmunist. And befo re these 
co untries are o nce again settled do wn, 
Go mulka, Nagy and o ther leaders may also 
go do wn the chutes. 
Mo re than any ideo lo gical principle o r 
lo ng run aim; the peo ple o f Po land and Hun­ 
gary wants co ncrete gains. They want a 
life that is mo re free. They want bread. 
They want the fo reigner to get o ut and 
allo w them to manage their o wn destiny . 
Unless they are crushed and demo ralized, 
they will co ntinue to press—and to die— 
fo r the achiev ement o f these deeds. 
We sho uld keep an o pen mind as these 
rapidly -mo v ing ev ents take place. The peo ­ 
ple o f Po land and Hungary hav e begun to 
giv e their liv es in a struggle with the Rus­ 
sian o cto pus. They deserv e o ur deepest 
sy mpathy .

‘ These Days’

SAVE THE U.N. 
I am told by the United World Federalists of 
New Jersey, Inc., to save the United Nations. 
Automatically, the thought would not ha\e oc­ 
curred to me. Institutions, such as 
the 
United 
Nations, live or die in accordance with the course 
of events and not because a group in Newark or 
some other place wants to save it from ex tinction. 
If it cannot survive on its own strength, why 
save it? 
. , 
, 
The United Nations cannot deal with the ma­ 
jor questions that face mank ind under the terms 
of its present Charter. True, as the United World 
Federalists of New Jersey say, “the U.N. is dying 
because it lack s authority to settle disputes 
among its members.” No truer statem ent could 
be made. But 
we are now' witnessing the occupa­ 
tion of member countries by Soviet troops who 
are shooting down the people.lik e clay pigeons. 
And we witness a war in the Middle East involv­ 
ing four member states. 
Realistically the United Nations is unable to 
maintain the peace, as long as the international 
Communist movement ex ists. For actually that 
international Communist movement is also a Unit­ 
ed Nations and it functions with some of the 
authority which these United World Federalists 
of New Jersey would give to the United Nations. 
At, the same time, the Russians use the veto in 
the Security Council in pursuit of Russian policy. 
Of thè two United Nations, the one whose head­ 
quarters is in the Kremlin seems to have more 
authority over its members than the one that sits 
on the bank s of the East River, although after 
the Hungarian and Polish rebellions conditions 
may change that somewhat. 
The New Jerseyites want for the United N a­ 
tions "an international force and national dis­ 
armament thru (that’s the way they spell it) 
the U.N. are essentials of world peace.” But un­ 
der present conditions such as international force 
could only be used as Soviet Russia permitted 
because Soviet Russia is one of five nations that, 
tinder the Charter, may use the veto freely, and 
Soviet Russia does use it freely. 
As for disarmament, since 19 46, the United 
States has been striving to find some uniform and 
decent way of tak ing the A-bomb and ultimately 
the H-bomb out of war. Such a proposal can only 
be practical if international inspection and con­ 
trol are accepted. Soviet Russia has consistently 
rejected every practical proposal for inspection 
from the Baruch Plan in 19 46 to the Eisenhower 
Proposal of 19 55. Precisely how do these gentle­ 
men and ladies from New Jersey ex pect to get 
the Russians to accept inspection if Baruch failed 
with Molotov and Eisenhower failed with Khrush­ 
chev? Maybe the United World Federalists of 
New Jersey, Inc., have a plan which ihey believe 
can work , but there is no evidence at hand which 
would indicate that the Russians will accept any 
plan which involves inspection. 
That has been the weak ness of Adlai Steven­ 
son’s campaign speeches against the H-bomb. 
This column was probably the first which pub­ 
lished accounts of the dangers of radioactive 
strontium in the fall-out of H-bombs. But whHe 
such dangers ex ist, no one has come up with a 
plan for stopping tests of H-bombs by the United 
States which would guarantee that the Russians 
would also stop tests. As the Stevenson propo­ 
sition stands, no m atter how' it is worded, it comes 
down to a unilateral action by the United States. 
Bulganin’s letter to Eisenhower did not change 
1 that, as Bulganin did not propose a plan for in­ 
spection and control. 
Without international inspection, it is impos­ 
sible to trust the Russians and that also is based 
1 upon their habit of violating treaties and agree­ 
ments which cease to please them. The point is 
that while the United World Federalists of New 
Jersey, Inc., ex press noble ideas, so did Confucius 
and Isaiah and others, but the problem always is 
i to mak e an ideal w’ork and that is not so easy. 
! Virtue, w'e k now' all about, but the practice of 
| virtue is a tough enterprise for anyone who un- 
I dertak es it. 
The U.N. will not die because even conflicting 
nations find it useful as an international vent but 
it is not lik ely that much will be done to rectify 
the faults in the Charter or to give the United 
j Nations Organization, which is its true name, real 
authority over its members.

ILLNESS IN ANOTHER EMPLOYE 
We have been discussing a group survey of 
patients whose illness was considered to be due 
to "overwork ” but which was actually due to the 
conditions, such as an unappreciative supervisor, 
I under which they had to work , in the majority 
of cases. 
Eighteen of these 9 1 person group developed 
j an anx iety reaction after a seriò vs or mortal ill- 
I ness in another employe that they attributed in 
i some degree to the victim’s occupation. The most 
| disturbing illness to this group was a fatal coro- 
! nary thrombosis occurring in a person doing the 
same type of work . The suddenness, brevity and 
severity of the illness in an apparently previously 
healthy person was particularly frightening to the 
t other employes. 
It w as not necessary for the 
I anx ious patient to be employed in the same office 
I with the person who died; he only had to be doing 
! the same type of work and in the same age group. 
The conversation among the other employes 
as to what caused the coronary thrombosis usual­ 
ly ended by implicating the victim’s work as a 
contributory, if not the most important, factor, 
and the patient w ho became anx ious happened to 
be doing the same or a similar type of job. This 
might be pointed out to him iéi a jok ing manner 
by the others, or, what was more disturbing, the 
head of his departm ent might suggest that he look 
to his health because he certainly did not wrant to 
lose any more of his personnel in a similar man­ 
ner. 
How did these patients react? It was not un­ 
usual for them to ex perience an acute episode of 
anx iety, with palpitation of the heart, breathless­ 
ness, and discomfort in the region in front of the 
heart which they interpreted as a "heart attack .” 
They would be temporarily relieved by their phy­ 
sician’s reassurance after a physical ex amination, 
but, since they were obviously tense, they were 
frequently advised to "slow down a little,”* which 
further implicated their work . They would usual­ 
ly decide to give up cigarettes and coffee whether 
they w'ere advised to do so or not. 
A third group of eight patients appeared, on 
first observation, to have so many responsibilities 
in their profession or occupation and such de­ 
mands on their time that their conviction that 
their overwork was the cause of their tension 
seemed justified. However, on closer ex amination 
and tak ing of case histories, it was found that 
the tension preceded the occupational stress. 
In 
other words, it was not the ex cessive work that 
created the tension but rather the tension itself 
was producing the ex ternal demands. These eight 
patients had several points in common. They had 
always had a great deal of energy and drive, had 
never been able to follow’ a regular routine in 
their pattern of living, and all had assumed re­ 
sponsibility for themselves early in life (whether 
family circumstances made it necessary or not). 
They relied completely on themselves and never 
on other people’s and consequently had a great 
fear of illness and the possibility of becoming de­ 
pendent. 
This tendency to trust only their own 
judgment accounted for a considerable portion of 
their obligations since they were unable to dele­ 
gate authority or responsibility comfortably. They 
depended on their occupational pressures to ex ­ 
plain their uncomfortable state to themselves.

In Middle East Cease-Fire 


Washington, 
(NEA)—Israel’s 
quick m ilitary victory in the 
Sinai peninsula east of the S uez' 
Canal presents an entirely new’ 
situation in the Middle East, in ! 
the opinion of Washington ex ­ 
perts on that area. 
The problem is, now that the 
Israeli forces are in possession 
of the Sinai, how are they to be 
got out? 
There is considerable j 
feeling that it will tak e more 
than a United Nations resolu­ 
tion to accomplish that. 
Heretofore, 
the 
great 
Arab 
fear of Israeli ex pansion has 
been that it would be in an east­ 
erly direction, across Jordan. In­ 
stead. 
Israel 
has 
moved 
her 
western boundary 100 miles from 
the southern Negev desert wedge 
to the Suez Canal. 
By so doing Israel has m ulti­ 
plied her land area in Palestine 
many times. 
It can be argued 
that the new area is a wasteland 
of no value. 
But geographically 
it is most important. 
It gives Israel outlets on both 
the Gulf of Aqaba and the Red 
Sea. 
Still more important, it 
gives Israel a position of control 
over the Suez Canal, from which 
its ships had been barred by the 
Egyptians. 
And it greatly enlarges the 
wedge which separates the Afri­ 
can Arab countries from the 
Asian Arab countries. 
IT IS CONCEDED by military 
ex perts that the Israeli man­ 
euver was brilliantly conceived 
and carried out. It w as based on 
accurate 
advance 
intelligence 
and careful planning. 
Egyptian strong points were at 
first by-passed. 
Then they were 
surrounded and put to rout or 
captured. 
The bluff of Egypt’s 


military might was both called 
and check ed. 
The Egyptians had apparently 
figured 
that with the former 
British bases in the Suez Canal 
area and with the new tank s, 
planes and guns from Soviet 
Russia, they would be invincible. 
But the Egyptians had no de­ 
fense plan and they had not been 
trained for their job. 
So their 
eastern army was destroyed. 
THERE IS NO PROOF, but 
there is now little doubt in dip­ 
lomatic circles that Israel. Brit­ 
ain and France acted in concert 
on this enterprise. 
The general belief is that Is­ 
rael first persuaded France to go 
along on the adventure. 
Then 
the two of them bought Britain 
in as leading partner. 
British, 
French 
and 
Israeli 
sources refuse comment on the 
charge—first made by the Rus­ 
sians—that 
the 
three 
powers 
acted in unison on a plan agreed 
to in advance. 
The Israeli timing was care­ 
fully calculated. Coming just be­ 
fore the U. S. elections, it mini­ 
mized 
the 
chance 
of 
active 
American 
c o u n t e r-measures. 
Coming when Russia was in­ 
volved in Hungary and Poland, 
the lik elihood of Soviet interven­ 
tion in the Middle East was also 
reduced. 
Much of the Communist mili­ 
tary’ equipment for Egypt was 
moving 
through 
Poland 
and 
Hungary, so that supply line was 
brok en. 
What students of the Middle 
East fear more than a Russian 
move to help Egypt is that the 
Soviet will tak e this opportunity 
of confusion to move into north­ 
ern Iran, which she has long cov­ 
eted. That would involve Britain 
on two fronts.

Russia has been plotting in the 
Middle East for several years— 
stim ulating friction and steadily 
adding to the military burdens of 
the nations of the West.

maneuvers in history—to em bar­ 
rass a potential enemy on a w’eak 
flank . 
The success of Communist in­ 
fluence can be seen in the votes 
cast in the United Nations this 
week . 
India 
and

Arab 
states , for ex ample, voted to 
condemn Britain and France for 
using force in the Middle East, 
but abstained from voting at all 
on a resolution intended to con­ 
demn the Soviet Union for using 
force in Hungary. 
An obvious aim of the Com­ 
munist maneuvers in the Middle 
East has been to give the Mos- 
sow regime a free hand in east­ 
ern Europe, where the western 
armies for the present stand 
helpless at the frontiers of the 
satellite countries unable to as­ 
sist the free peoples in their 
crusade for liberation. 
One wonders how much more 
of a problem would have con­ 
fronted Britain and France if 
there had not been a brave army 
in Israel to ally itself with the 
west.

Then naturally 
America withdrew’ her aid to 
Nasser, which had tak en the 
form principally of a tentative 
plan to build the Aswan dam. 
When this proposal to help 
construct the dam was with­ 
drawn by the United States, 
many

criticized Secretary Dulles for 
doing so. When they were ask ed 
if they favored a continuance of 
aid to* Nasser, the answer usually 
given was that Dulles objective 
was right but that the method 
was "abrupt” or “ill advised.” 
This, however, has been the

criticism of the American secre­ 
tary of state which has been 
current throughout the last three 
years. 
Many of the brick bats

Dulles again and again has stood 
up for American interests and

Influence Wise 
But it will be noted now that

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Nations in the Middle East situ­ 
ation has proved wise. 
It has 
contributed to the pressure on 
Britain, France and Israel 
to 
agree to a cease-fire. 
The

to realize that the barbs tossed
